Heath and Gen. Cor- 
bin. The Admiral was Officiaily informed 
of the purpose of the people of the United 
States to present him with a home in 
Washington. He frankly expressed his 
gratification at the tender, which he imme- 
diately accepted. He said, had the pro- 
posed home been the gift of a few wealth 
men he shou.d feel indisposed to accept tf 
But he noted that the fund had over 43,0W 
Subscribers, indicating that the home was 
to be really the gift of the American peo- 
ple, and as such he would accept it with as 
much pleasure as he had the sword be- 
stowed upon him by Congress. He then 
talked upon the location of the residence.

CONVENTION OF A PECULIAR RE- 
LIGIOUS PEOPLE. 


After Next Year Confusion and An- 
archy Are Prophesied, Out of 
Which Will Come the 
Millennium. 


A religious sect, which has no denomina- 
tional organization, but calls itself ‘‘The 
Believers,”’ by way of distinction, opened a 
national convention in the Tabernacle 
Church, at Nineteenth and Morgan streets. 
Friday morning. The } meeting will last un-

til Sunday night, and three sessions will be 
held every day. Sunday will be given over 
to consecration work. 

More than 200 delegates reported at the 
first roll call, and the leaders of the con- 
vention think that fully 30 will be present 
Saturday and Sunday. 

They come from every State in the Union. 
but most of them are from the Western 
States, where the peculiar faith which the 
sect-hoids has flourished most. 

The Believers are not only unique in their 
doctrines but also in their customs. They 
ignore all titles and distinctions, except 
brother, sisterand pastor. They have neo 
reverends,doctors or professors. They make 
no discrimination for condition in life or col- 
or. Among the delegates are men and women 
from luxurious homes and from homes 
where there is want oftener than plenty. 
There are negroes, too, in the ceuncil, and 
their right to be heard is respected. All the 
classes represented mingle as brothers aid 
sisters, and every person is accorded equa) 
privilege. 

The Believers take up no collections at 
their meetings. Although they wear no par- 
ticular style of clothing, they believe in 
plainness and modesty in raiment, 

The convention will do Httle work other 
than Bible study. It will mark out g¢ghe 
course of Bible work for the next year for 
the congregations who see fit to be bound 
by it. It will also complete some work that 
was begun by convent.ons which were he.d 
in Boston and Indianapolis earlier in the 
year. 

The leader of the St. Louis convention is 
Pastor Charies T. Ruesell of Allegheny City, 
Pa. He is the most distinguished defender 
of the faith in th‘'s country, and has been 
engaged in the work 30 years. He.is pastor 
of the congregation at Allegheny City, and 
is also editor of the Believers’ paper, The 
Zion Watch Tower. He is scholarly, a fine 
orator, has a commanding presence and 
dresses in good taste. He is 3O years of 
age and came of Scotch-Irish parentage. 
He is presiding over the convention and 
directing its deliberations. 

In discussing his faith he 
to the Post-Dispatch: 

“It is one of the tenets of the Believers 
that the world is on the verge of an era 
of disaster, war and suffering. We do not 
wich to startle the people with an announce- 
ment that the end of all things is at hand, 
for our faith is to the contrary. 

“We do not believe, as Christian people 
in general, that the second coming of Chris: 
is to be accomplished with the burning up 
of this earth. On the contrary, we hold 
that the earth abideth forever, We hold 
that ‘fire’ mentioned in the scriptures in 
connection with the second advent of the 
Lord is symbolical, not literal; that is rep- 
resents painful destruction, not of the earth 
physical, but of the present order of things 
—social, financial, political, ecclesiastical. 

“We are expecting this great time of 
trouble, such as was not since there was a 
nation, confusion, anarchy and woe, to hap- 
pen sometime between 190 and 1915. We 
do not fix this date empirically. We find 
authority for it in the Bible. 

“The world will be plunged tInto 
lands and nations wi!l be made desolate 
the social and financial orders will 
in crash and ruin. 

‘*The strong will oppress the weak 
the oppressed will unite and turn 
the oppressor. Blood wil! flow as 
and misery alone will! reign as king. 

“But we claim that this evil condition 
will only mark the end of the Apostolic 
era and the beginning of the millennium. 

“It will be a blessing in disguise. The 
Lord will permit it as his agency in bring- 
‘Sng the werld into proper condition for the 
new kingdom of righteousness, peace and 
blessing, as it is written, ‘W hen the judg- 
ments of the Lord are abroad in the earth. 
the inhabitants of the world will lear 
righteousness.’ Out of the age of terror will 
come the reign of the Prince of Peace. for 
the people. stricken with mitery, will 
~~ to the only Saving Power and 

n his way. 

“We expect, according to the Sc riptures, 
a great reviv al of religious Influence in the 
affairs of the world, in connection with a 
union or federation of the various Prot- 
estant denominations, working in co-oper-

“This will fail soon—we believe In 1915— 
and then the dawn of the millennium prop- 
er will come. 

“‘According to our interpretation of the 
Bible, the world will undergo great 
changes in climate, which from land to 
land will become temperate and uniform 
throughout the year.

But he noted that the fund had over 43,000

ple, and as such he would ace ept it with as 
much pleasure as os had the sword be-

The Admiral showed a decided preference 
for the sectioa in which he had made his 
home during hs fermer details of duty in 
Washington.

A religious sect, which has no denomina- 
tional organization, but ealls itself ‘‘The 
Believers,” by way of distinction, opened a 
national convention in the Tabernacle 
Church, at Nineteenth and Morgan streets. 
Friday morning. The meeting will last un-

til Sunday night, and three sessions w! a be 
held every day. Sunday will be given over 
to consecration work. 

More than 200 delegates reported at the 
first roll call, and the leaders of the con- 
vention think that fully 3” will be present 
Saturday and Sunday. 

They come from every State in the Union. 
but most of them are from the Western 
States. where the peculiar faith which the 
sect holds has flourisned most. 

The Believers are not only unique in their 
doctrines but also in their customs. They 
ignore all titles and distinctions, except 
brother, sisterand pastor. They have no 
reverends,doctors or professors. They make 
no discrimination for condition in life or ecol- 
or. Among the delegates are men and women 
from luxurious homes and from homes 
where there is want oftener than plenty. 
There are negroes, too, in the council, and 
their right to be heard is respected. All the 
classes represented mingle as brothers aid 
sisters, and every person is accorded equal 
privilege. 

The Believers take up no collections at 
their meetings. Although they wear no par- 
ticular style of clothing, they believe in 
plainness and modesty in raiment. 

The convention will do little work other 
than Bible study. It will mark out the 
course of Bible work for the next year for 
the congregations who see fit to be bound 
by it. It will also complete some work that 
was begun by convent.ons which were he.d 
in Boston and Indianapolis earlier in the 
year. 

The leader of the St. Louis convention is 
Pastor Charies T. Russell of Allegheny City, 
Pa. He is the most distinguished defender 
of the faith in th's country, and has been 
engaged in the work 30 years. He is pastor 
of the congregation at Allegheny City, and 
is also editor of the Believers’ paper, The 
Zion Watch Tower. He is scholarly, a fine 
orator, has a commanding presence and 
dresses in good taste. He is WO years of 
age and came of Scotch-Irish parentage. 
He is presiding over the convention and 
directing its deliberations. 

In discussing his faith Friday, he 

to the Post-Dispatch: 
- “It is one of the tenets of the Believers 
that the world is on the verge of an era 
of disaster, war and suffering. We do not 
wich to startle the people with an announce- 
ment that the end of all things is at hand, 
for our fa:th is to the contrary. 

“We do not believe, as Christian people 
in general, that the second coming of Christ 
is to be accomplished with the burning up 
of this earth. On the contrary, we hold 
that the earth abideth forever. We hold 
that ‘fire’ mentioned in the scriptures in 
connection with the second advent of the 
Lord is symbolical, not literal; that is rep- 
resents painful destruction, not of the earth 
physical, but of the present order of things 
—social, financial, political, ecclesiastical. 

“We are expecting this great time of 
trouble, such as was not since there was a 
nation, confusion, anarchy and woe, to hap- 
pen sometime between 19% and 1915. We 
do not fix this date empirically. We find 
authority for it in the Bible. 

“The world will be plunged tnto war: 
lands and nations wil!l be made desolate and 
the social and financial oyders will sink 
in crash and ruin. 

‘The strong will oppress 
the oppressed will unite and turn against 
the oppressor. Blood wil! flow as water 
and misery alone will reign as king. 

“But we claim that this evil condition

| era and the beginning of the millennium. 


“Tt willl be a blessing in disguise. The 
Lord will permit it as his ageney in brine- 
Sng the world into proper condition for the 
new kingdom of righteousness, peace and 
blessing, as it is written, ‘When the judg- 
ments of the‘Lord are abroad in the earth, 
the inhabitants of the world will learn 
righteousness.” Out of the age of terror will 
come the relgn of the Prince of Peace, for 
the people. stricken with mitery, wi ill ap- 
peal to the only Saving Power and walk 
in his way. 

“We expect, according to the Scriptures, 
a great revis ‘al of religious Influence in the 
affairs of the world, in connection with a 
union or federation of the various Prot- 
estant denominations, working in co- -oOper- 
ation with the papacy, but from our stand- 
point this union will be an evil one and 
only short lived, and, while it lasts, will 
be favorable to error and in restraint of 
truth. 

“This will fail soon—we believe In 1915— 
and then the dawn of the millennium prop- 
er will come. 

“According to our interpretation of the 
Bible, the world will undergo great 
changes in climate, which from land to 
land will become temperate and uniform 
throughout the year. 

“The earth will become a flower garden 
and Paradise will have been regained. The 
same condition will have been attained that 
Adam and Eve found upon creation’s morn. 

“There will also be changes tn men. 
There will be no kings or conquerors, but 
all will be brothers. Neither color nor race 
will be a distinction. Selfishness will he 
an unknown principle and the Lord will 
reign in righteousness, 

“We have other tenets, too We hold 
that all men are sinners through the fall 
of Adam and need redemption; that the 
Lord accomplished thie redemption: that 
it is the duty of all to acknowledge this 
divine favor: that destiny of the soul is 
not fixed this side of the grave, but that 
the resurrection gives opportunity to al) to 
attain eternal life; that God has not -ret 
made effort to establish his plan of salva- 
tion on earth, pointing to the fact that 
millions have never yet heaftd his name, 
and that millions who have have had their

ler, Tex., the Paramore Investment Co. and 
Mdward Ek. Paramore:.of St. Louis. 

It was claimed the defendants transferred 
a total of 24 shares of stock in the bank 
to J. D. Moody, trustee, on Aug. 23, 1896. 
In return therefor they received notes ag- 
gregating $26,480, signed by Moody, H. H 
Rowland and A. L. Clark, who were of- 
flieers of the bank. As additional collateral 
they got certificates of stock for that trans- 
ferred. 

The receiver was appointed by the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury Nov. ®, 1895, al- 
though it is averred the bank was insolvent 
priors to the time thetransfer in ques- 
tion was made. 

The pla.ntif€t charged that having com- 
pleted the transaction Moody was insol- 
vent, so far as the creditors of the bank 
were concerned. 

He alleged that the action was taken for 
the purpose of screening them from the 
Gouble liability then existing against them 
as stockholders for the purpose of defraud- 
ing the creditors of the bank. 

The court overruled the demurrer of the 
defendants. They contended there were no 
debtS existing against the bank Nov. 3v, 
189, the day of the formal § suspension, 
which were contracted on or before April 
23, 15896. 

In his decision Judge Adams says: “If 
the defendants knew that the bank was 
insolvent at the time they transferred 
theiy stock, “and that its failure was im- 
minent, and they so transferred their stock 
with an intent and for the purpose of 
avoiding their Hability created by acts of 
Congress against holders of national bank 
stock, it is my opinion, and the authorities 
sustain this view, that the title of the stock 
never passed from the transferers to the 
transferee, so far as the creditors of the 
bank are concerned. According to the legal 
intendment of the bill, the scheme of the 
defendants was devised for the purpose of 
not only defrauding creditors, but the cor- 
poration and its stockhoiders, as well. 
While there is no specific averment con- 
cerning a purpose to defraud the other 
stockholders. the averment of the bill nec- 
essayily includes and involves such a pur- 
pose. “Relieving themselves of lability of 
necessity would cause greater liability to 
fall upon the other stockholders, not ex- 
ceeding, of course, the par value of thelr 
stock.’ 

The court concludes the opinion by say- 
ing that according to the averments of the 
bill, the defendants knew that he bank 
was insolvent and was in danger of immi- 
nent failure. 

“Such failure might occur in a month or 
ejix months, but when it should occur, any 
and all persons who had become creditors 
of the bank prior to tits fallure, must have 
heen within the contemplation of the le- 
fendants who were endeavoring to antici- 
pate and provide against the consequences 
of what is called an ‘imminent fallure. 

“The double liability fixed by acis of Con- 
gress upon stockholders of national banks 
is a guar antee to any and all creditors that 
their debts shall be paid; and to hold that 
any fraudulent transaction such as charged 
in the bills could prove effectual to deprive 
«ereditors of this fund, provided the debts of 
the bank could be hastily novated, would be 
too strong an inducement to large holders 
of the stock, who are generally in the 
joard of Directors, to make transfers to in- 
solvent holders and afterwards by novation 
of the debts of the bank escape Habillty on 
their stock. I think the averments of these 
bills are sufficient to put the defendants 
upon their defense.’

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DEWEY AND THE PRESIDENT. 


The Washington staff correspondent of the Post-Dispatch 1s 
able to state ou Information that comes from the inner circle 
of the Administration that the President will join in the popu- 
lar opinion of Dewey, and that hereafter he will be guided by 
the Admiral in shaping his future course in the Philippines. 

What a pity he waited for popular opinion to tell him of the 
Admiral’s competency! Had he recognized it himself at the 
critical moment we would not now be stuck in the mire. 

At Manila the question was between the Admiral and the 
Generals, Dewey knew thatthe city could be taken without 
bloodshed.

It was then that he saw 
the need of a statesman in the Philippines. The Generals 
permitted matters to drift, and we drifted into war, which jis 
the trade of Generals. Dewey recommended a commission. 
which was appointed, but after the members assembled at 
Manila the President extinguished it by conferring plenipo- 
tentiary power upon Otis. 

The consequence of this partiality is the Philippine war, 
costly and inglorious, the deliberate abandonment by the Ad- 
ministration of American pclitical principles and the promo- 
tion of a frenzied imperialistic sentiment among the Pres!- 
dent’s supporters. 

Perhaps the Admiral can pull the country out of the hole 
into which the President plunged it. If he does he will have 
established another claim to the gratitude and love of Ameri- 
cans. And if the President’s foresight were as good as his 
hindsight, what a great man he would be.

BLACK LIGHTNING. 


The Camera Has Discovered the Existence of 
Dark Electric Discharges. 


much attention to so-called “dark 
lightning.’’ This name though para- 
doxial seems to have received general ac- 
ceptance.

‘ed him to suspect that they were due to 
a residual influence upon the retina. In 
order to test this, immediately after a bril- 
liant flash, he diverted ‘his eyes to the il- 
luminated wail of his room and saw the 
same dark flashes on the wall, which con- 
firmed his impression and led him to the 
conclusion that the dark lines resulted di- 
rectly from the failure of the fatigued part 
of the eye to perceive the brightness of the 
skv in the one case and of the wall in the 
other. In other words, according to the 
learned lord, the phenomenon is “all in 
your eye.”’ 

Complete as this demonstration appears to 
he there is another phase of the subject 
which does not work out so simply. These 
same dark lines have been detected in pho- 
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pty oho of lightning flashes and have gen- 
eneraliy been attributed to what is called 
photographic reversal, which may be ex- 
plained in the following manner: If the 
lens of a camera is covered up immediately 
after a flash has been photographed the 
flash comes out bright in the print; if, in- 
stead, the lens is allowed to remain un- 
coverea for a minute or two, exposing the 
plate to the diffused light of the sky or the 
glare of other flashes, the original photo- 
graph appears black upon the final print. 
This conclusion is, thowever, disputed. 
Prof. R. W. Wood of Wisconsin, pronounces 
it wholiy out of the question, for two rea- 
sons. First, because a dark line on a pic- 
ture resulting from over exposure of a 
very brilliant line would be surrounded by 
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bright edges, due to the lesser photograph- 
ic action in the halation region. This does 
not occur. The dark flashes are minute 
dark lines, ramifying from or in the neigh- 
borhood of the main discharge, Second, 
the dark parts are not those which appear 
most brilliant to the observer; on the con- 
trary, the appearance to the eye is a bril- 
liant white discharge with fainter rose col- 
ored ramifications, the latter developing in 
the positive as dark flashes. 

Prof. Wood ventures two hypotheses to 
explain the dark flashes, which he considers 
a reality, but characterizes them both as 
wild guesses. He says in conclusion: “It 
seems to me that it will be impossible to 
formulate even a reasonable guess as to 
the cause of these dark flashes until a good 
many pictures are gotten together for com- 
parison »nd as much testimony as possible 
secured @: to the appearance of the flashes 
to the eye.”’

DEATH OF PHRASIA BILLUP. 


James Berringer Shot in the Chest—Dr, 
Thos. Roberts Seriously Ill from 
Cocaine—A. Hawkins Shot. ~ 


Dr, Nietert and his etaff of physicians 
at the City Hospital rested little Thursday 
night. Until daybreak they worked with 
emergency cases. 

As the sun peeped through the blinds in 
division 15 Phrasia Billup, colored, who 
was shot Thursday afternoon by her hus- 
bana Samuel, as told in late editions of 
the Post-Dispatch, passed away. With her 
last breath she prayed for forgiveness. 

Billup and his wife lived at 824 South 


Fourteenth street. Of late they quarreled 
frequently, Billup declaring his wife was 
not faithful to him. 

A week ago Mrs. Billup was fined in the 
Police Court on a serious charge. The hus- 
band paid the fine and reconciliation fol- 
lowed her promise to reform. 

Thursday afternoon Billup renewed the 
old trouble. He told his wife that ugly 
rumors about her were still circulating. 
Mrs. Billup protested her innocence, 

The enraged husband drew a revolver 
and chased her from the house. 

Down Fourteenth street she ran. Billup 
fired and his wife dropped to the sidewalk, 
mortally wounded. As she lay prostrate 
Billup fired three more- shots, two taking 
effect in the right side and the third above 
the eye, 

When received at the hospital the doc- 
tors pronounced her beyond recovery. 
Billup was taken to the Four Courts. He 
is 30 years old and has been employed at 
the Shickle, Harrison & Howard Iron 
Co.'s plant. The police give him a good 
reputation. 

For four hours in the early morning. Dr. 
Boehm and three attendants worked to 
resuscitate James Dugan of 1708 Garrison 
avenue. He was taken to the hospital 
suffering from morphine poisoning. 

“It’s all over,’’ ‘muttered the _ viatim. 
is face was wax-like, and as the dim 
light flickered about his bloated cheeks he 
Sroaned piteously. 

At 8 o’clock his condition had tmproved 
somewhat, though the doctor stated he 
could hardly live. 

“‘We have been trying,” he added, “to 
induce artificial respiration, but his heart 
beats are growing fainter and fainter.” 
James Berringer of 2°0 North Ninth 
street is hovering between lffe and death. 
He has a gunshot wound in the chest. 

He was shot Thursday night by William 
Harrison, in front of the latter’s home 
at 217 North Ninth street. 

The shooting was the culmination of 11! 
feeling between the men, which. dated 
from July 4 On that day Harrison's. young 
son was firing off a toy pistol, when Ber- 
ringer, happening along, was struck in the 
eye by one of the cartridges. 

"The injury proved slight, but Berringer, 
it is said, threatened to spank the young- 
ster. Then, according to Berringer, Har- 
rison declared he would shoot him on sight. 

se ft the house last night to see the 
parade,’ he said, ‘‘and as I reached War- 
ren street I saw Harrison come out of’ his 
house. He approached me and drawing 
the pistol fired without warning.”’ 
Harrison is a prisoner at the Fifth Dis- 
trict Police Station, 


The bell in the hospital reception room 
rang three times Thursday night, and 
an ambulance rolled up to the door. 

On the stretcher with only a thin pair 
of trousers protecting his bocy, was a young 
man. 

‘‘My name,” he repeated, in answer to the 
doctor’s question. ‘‘For God’s sake give me 
something to eat first. I haven’t tasted a 
bite for two days.’”’ 

There was a wild look in the man’s eyes. 
as*he spoke, but soon the glassy stare gave 
Way to tears. 

He said he was Dr. Thomas Roberis of 
Chieago, lil. He gave his age as 3%. He 
was picked up from the street. 

The doctors said the diagnosis indicated 
that Dr. Roberts is a victim of cocaine. 
Pressed for information, he stated that he 
awned all Of his clothes to get money to 
uy the drug. 

He came to St. Louis from Hot Springs, 
Ark., about two weeks ago. For a while, 
he says, he stopped at the Terminal Hotel. 
He lost his money, where, ne declares, he 
knows not, and then becoming desperate he 
disposed of his jewelry and other belong- 
ings. 

“I was crazy last night,” he said, ‘‘for 
want of a paper of cocaine, and I went to 
a second-hand store and got 4 cents for 
my coat and vest and shirt. What became 
of my hat I can’t say. I don’t remember 
exactly what happened to me until some- 
body gave me a push and told me to get up. 
Then ‘I felt so hungry. You see, Il haven't 
sat down to a meal in 48 hours.’ 

The patient was handed three loaves of 
bread. He smiled his thanks, ate the dry 
bread with avidity, and then fell asleep. 
He stated to the Post-Diepatoh Friday 
morning that he had been practicing medi- 
cine in Chicago for 12 years. He began 
taking cocaine three years ago, he said. 


A. Hawkins, colored, 1013 North Tweifth 
street, is suffering from a builet wound in 
the abdomen. Dr. Babler says he will d.e. 
The injury was inflicted by Will Banks, 
also colored, at Twelfth and Wash etreets. 
Both men were unloading coal when a dis- 
pute arose over a division of money. 

Haw kins, it is claimed, struck Banks, and 


the latter, whipping out his revolver, fired 


two shots. 
Hawkins fell as he was running away.

While cheering enthusiastically he lost 
his balance and fell over the window sill. 
He tumbled to the ground, a distance of 
40 feet. Hs body bounded like a rubber 
ball, but Brown insisted he wasn’t hurt. 
At the City Hospital the doctors stated he 
had sustained a sprained ankle 
Robert Jackson, aged 22, may have played 
his last game of craps Thursday night. As 
the result of his propensity he is now in the 
hospital suffering from a fractured skull. 

In the game was a barkeeper employed 
at the saloon on Eighth and O’Fallon 
streets. 

Both the barkeeper and Jackson accused 
each other of cheating. As Jackson at- 
tempted to grab the stakes he was struck 
over the head with a beer bottle.
